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SPECIFICATION 



1. Title of Design 

Two-sided printed wiring board 

2. Claims 

In a two-sided printed wiring board on which circuit patterns are formed by copper foil 
on both sides of an insulating intermediate-layer base material, a two-sided printed wiring board 
that is characterized in that, besides the regular circuit patterns, a dummy[? - poorly legible] 
circuit pattern that does not have any wiring function is formed in order to balance the copper 
foil survival rate on the front and back sides. 

3. Detailed Description of the Design 

This design concerns a two-sided printed wiring board; more specifically, it concerns a 
two-sided printed wiring board that suppresses the occurrence of warping. 

In general, warping or twisting occurs in printed wiring boards due to the heating, 
humidification, and cooling that is repeatedly carried out in their manufacturing process, and this 
hampers the work of manufacturing them and the work of attaching circuit components to the 
printed wiring boards.
